(New) A composition for forming a rigid 
polyurethane foam comprising an organic polyisocyanate, a 
polyol, a catalyst, a foam stabilizer, water and a 
hydrochlorofluorocarbon as a foaming agent, auxiliary agents, 
and a maleic acid ester in an amount of 0.01 to 20 parts by 
weight per 100 parts by weight of said polyol, as a modifying 
agent . 
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
